The Real Farmer. 

To the Editor of The Sun— Sir: I 
read with surprise your article on eggs 
at ft" cents a dozen and the remarks the 
commission man made about the farm- 
ers riding in automobiles. These silly 
statements made by the middleman are 
simply attempts to place the blame on 
the poor farmer while the comission 
man is quietly putting the.money in his 
pocket, taking no risk, reporting cases 
of eggs as broken or seconds when there 
is no Haw in them. There are hun- 
dreds of agents sent out by commission 
houses to visit the farmer and offer him 
tne lowest prices. Meanwhiie the grain 
man keeps his price up, and I have 
known of three poultry plants selling 
out this year because they could not | 
pay the grain bills. 

Many a so-called gentlemen farmers 
have business in the city and are the 
owners of large estates. They may 
ride in automobiles, but the farmer who 
has his house usually mortgaged cais 
no meat, never has cream, can afford 
no hired help, and never eats eggs; he 
does not ride in an automobile; he is 
the real farmer and the man who needs 
help. 

1 had about twenty-five chickens on 
hand on my summer place, and not 
knowing what to do with them gave 
them to a commission man of good 
standing. Chickens were 3<j and 32 
cents a pound; he gave me 15 cents a 
pound, and I had to pay about 50 cents 
express besides. With the price of 
birds when young at -5 cents each, the 
feed for four months (labor not count- 
ed), I was out about $«. Now if eggs, 
nnd by that I mean fresh hennery eggs, 
are 60 and SO cents a dozen, 1 will lind 
a few farmers for your customers in 
that congested city who will be glad to 
sell their eggs at 43

In 
England are have excellent roads, as 111 
other countries of Kurope. 

"ltoad tWiMIng and road Improve 
rocnt are doue through tbe township 
unit ayetem, Nearly every township 
has one or more steam roller*, and the 
cost of Improving the road* or building 
new ones Is borne by the properly 
owners In proportion to the Valuation 
of their holdings. Mo*t of the modem 
roads of Kngland have a foundation of 
brick-not or ordinary brick, but brick 
of large aire. Upon tbia foundation are 
placed several tncbea of aoll and on 
top of tbl* soil bluestone. which Is 
ground Into the soil by mean* of the 
•team rollers. This make* a first class, 
durable road that will keep In good 
condition during all season* of the 
year. Over here most of tbe roads are 
made by simply turning the turf and 
grading. At least that Is how they Im- 
pressed me."
